There it, is feasible tho troops are kept together strictly 
according to their nationality a-s nono of those nations got on 
well together, nor well with the Russian, but they are quite 
prepared to fight side by side against the same enemy. 


POL I TICAL VIEWS . The Bolshevik Government is entirely in tho 
Hands of the Gormans who have backed this party against all others 
in Russia owing to the simplicity of maintaining Anarchy in a 
totally disorganised country. Therefore, wo are definitely 
opposed to the Bolshovrik-cumdlorman party. In regard to othor 
parties we express no criticism and will accept them as we find 
thoj.fi provided they arc for "Russia” and therefore for "out with 
the Iionhe” . Briefly, wo do not.meddle in internal affairs. 

It must bo realised that wo are not invaders but guests and 
that we have not any inkmthem p-f attempting to e«<mpy any Russian

THE SLAVO BRITISH ALLIED LEGION. 


This is a Volunteer force raised to augment the Allied 1 
Troops. The Officers are drawn from an Officers Training Corps 
composed 6f eX-Russian Officers. The Unit is the platoon which 
is officered as above, and v/hen trained is attached to an Allied 
Unit thus coming under the direct command of an Allied Officer. 
The object of this is tc supervise the Command as many Russians 
are not yet prepared to enlist if they are to come under Russian 
Officers and a return of the pre-revolutionAdisdipline. 

The G.B.A.L. is a separate force from the Poles, Serbians, 
etc., who remain in their original formation under the direct 
command of their own Officers. 

All forces, however 5 ) are clothed in khaki sines this Is the 
only uniform that can be Supplied, 

Officers of the S,B,A*L. are drawn from the S.B.A.L.
